fing will be crumbly and will not 
stick together long enough for you 
to bake them, The whole wheat 
flour you are now using is probably 
not entire wheat flour, but one of 
the sixty-ferty kind which contains 
sixty per cent of whole wheat and 
forty per cent of white flour. 

Question: May J. asks: Does not a 
Pint of clabber mulk with a baked 
apple, an orange, or grapefrunt make 
wholesome breakfast?” 

Answer: Clabber milk. combines 
better with the baked apple or with 
some other stewed fruit than it 
does with oranges or grapefruit, 
This ts probably because the elab- 
ber milk contains quite a large 
amount of lactic acid which does not 
combine well with the citrie acid 
of the orange or grapefruit.

With a decrease expected in the 
actual earnings, the Edmonton Public 
Hospital board will ask the eity coun- 
cll for a grant of $65,000 to cover 
the estimated deficli on the actual | 
operation costs of the Royal Alexandra | 
and Isolation hospitals in 1929, ac- 
cording to a decision of the board 
made at a meeting held Friday night 

In addition to htis amount the) 
board will ask for a special grant of 
$10,000 to cover the costs of the in- 
stallation of a new elevator to take 
the place of an old one which will be 
condemned by elevator inspectors thi: 
year 


Collection Good 
The grant given to the board to 
cover the estimated 1928 deficit wa 
$50,000, but actually only $831,514.70 
was sued, the hospitals experiencing 
one of the best collection years in 
their history, The unused part of the 
grant reverted 4o the city and the 
board feels that the council could well 
afford to vote an extra $10,000 for 
the new elevator when they take this 
into consideration 
The estimated 1929 deficit is made 
up of $22,959 on the Royal Alexandra 
hospital and $37,041 on the Isolation 
The estimated expenditures are my 


at $375,690 with the estimated re- 
ceipts, including the government 
grant of $50,000, fixed at $320,500, 

The estimated number of patient 
days is fixed at 100,000, the actual 
number in 1928 being 111,008. 4 great 
portion of the estimated total ts gov- 
erned by the patient days in the Isola- 
tion hospital which will vary greatly 
due to the presence or lack of con- 
taugious disease epidemics

Our Error About Foreigners
